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AB - JP2000233094 NOVELTY - A plastic container (6) is fixed to 



housing (1) using multiple elastic strings (9) . Magnetism is 
passed through rotation of a motor (2) in the housing, and a 
rotary wing (11) for stirring is rotated inside the container. 
Water (14) filled in the container is stirred to wash the washing 
materials (13) loaded inside the container. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION - A magnet (3) provided at the housing top 
(4) is rotated by the motor which is arranged in a plastic 
housing. The permanent magnet (10) embedded in the rotary wing 
for stirring, is different from the magnet (3) . The rotary wing 
is arranged inside the container. 

USE - For washing clothes, domestic articles. 

ADVANTAGE - Comprises lightweight washing machine. Enables 
washing small capacity of washing materials, freely. Saves power. 
Enables use of plastic bucket as container. Obtains the effect of 
hand washing, as the machine is operated at low speed.

AB - PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a compact, particularly- 



portable washing machine capable of being used any time and any 
place, and used for a small amount of laundry, and particularly 
used for a small amount of laundry (sanitary goods) preferably to 
be washed separately from the general laundry, the special goods 
(assistant nursing goods for various stomas such as colostomy, 
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artit*icial urinary bladdS and the like) , or pet goOTre, through a 
general household washing machine is tend to be large-scaled and 
designed to simultaneously and efficiently wash several Kgs of 
laundry. 

SOLUTION: A vessel 6 is loaded on a housing upper surface 4 by 
rotating a motor 2 with a magnet 3 mounted in a housing 1, an 
upper cover 7 is placed, and the upper cover 7 and an upper hook 
mount 8 are connected by a removable expandable connection cord 
9. In addition, an agitating pulsator 11 with a permanent magnet 
10 embedded in the vessel 6 agitates laundry 13, water 14, and 
detergent 15 which are simultaneously mixed, and do the washing. 
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
